It is significant that during the pres- 
ent campaign neither the Democratic 
newspapers or speakers have anything 
of consequence to say on behalf of 
their candidates, but devote them- 
selves to coarse and vicious abuse of 
the Republican nominees.

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UNDER THE WHEELS. — 
ELIAS PARKS KILLED BY A 
LOCOMOTIVE. 


A Horrible Accident Near the V. & T. 
Bridge — What Came of Leaving a 
Train of Cars to Shut off the View 
of the Track, —

A dreadful accident occurred at 
half-past 10 o’clock this forenoon, 
As E. C. Parks, a teamster, was cross- 
ing the V. & T. track near the bridge 
he was run into by yard engine Ne. 48 
and killed. Mr. Parks had just de- 
livered at the Nevada State mills a 
load of barley, which he had brought 
from near Janesville, where his home 
is. He had eight horses hitched to 
the heavy wagon and was riding one 
of the wheelers. He had no chance 
te see the track, as a long line of flat 
cars loaded with lumber were between 
him and the rails upon which the en- 
gine was backing toward the V. & T. 
bridge. The tender struck the 
wheeler, throwing Parks upon the 
track, and the Wheels of the locomo- 
tive passed over him, cutting off both 
his legs abeve the knee and otherwise 
mangling him horribly. His death 
was almost instantaneous. The pole 


of the wagon was broken short off, 
freeing the forward horses but 
tearing the foreleg of one poor brute 
out at the shoulder so that it hung by 
a few tendons and rags of flesh. A 
pistol ball put him out of his agony. 
The wagon was knocked off the track. 
Al. Lyman was in charge of the engine 
at the time. He says that the bell 
was ringing, and that be did not see 
the horses till he was almost upon 
them, Coroner Haslund took charge 
of the body of poor Parks, and set the 
inquest at 2 o’clock this afternoon, and 
the testimony will develop whether 
or not anybody was to blame for the 
man’s sudden and awful death, 


THE INQUEST. 


Thomas Holden was the first witness 
examined. He testified: Was not 
present at the time of the accident; 
saw the wrecked wagon afterwards; 


saw thedeceased lying on the track; 
I thought he was dead. His name was 
Elias Parks; he was a teamster and 
rancher; I think he was abgut50 years 
of age; don’t know his nativity, but 
am pretty sure that he was an Ameri- 
can. The accident occurred about 
half-hast 10 o’clock; he was killed by 
the tender running over him at tke 
crossing close by the V. & T. bridge; 
I walked over to the mill beside his 
wagon to the flouring mill; he had 
eight horses in his, team and two 
wagons;after unloading he returned the 
way he-had come, that being the only 
way; I did not come back with him; 
helped him turn the wagon; left him 
riding one of the wheel horses; the 
eight animals were pulling the empty 
wagons; I started up towards Earl's 
depot on the C. P. track; had got 
about 150 yards from the lower end of 
the corral when I heard theengine bell 
and started back; before I got where 
I could see the road he was on I heard 
the crash and ran up and saw Parks 
lying as I have described and the 
broken wagon; several men were lift- 
ing Parks up; he died in a few min- 
utes. Deceased has a wife and child- 
ren and a brother living in Janesville. 

When Parks went to the flouring mill 
there were quite a number of loaded 
cars standing on the east switch track 
of the V. & T. road; one car came 

over onthe crossing about six feet; 
Parks thought his wheels would be 
be stalled if he got off the crossing and 
onto the track and that his back-action 
might get snagged on the coupling of 
the last car; I took out the coupling- 
link and he got over without trouble; 
the cars obstructed the view from the 
mill side; they prevented the tender 
being seen by him. 

C. M. CALDWELL 


desposed as follows: Am a resident 
of Virginia City, and e lather 
by by trade. I came here 


this morning. At about half-past 10 
o'clock I heard the bell of a locomo- 
on the V. & T. track; looked out of 
the door of a new house west of the 
crossing where I was working; saw 
the locomotive backing down the track 
towards the crossing at a moderate 
speed; she was about the length of 
two cars from the crossing; there was 
a line of cars on the east track; at that 
moment I saw the headsof two horses; 
suppose they were on the lead; at the 
same one I a vise mo) holler 
from. th ne; the horses took a spring 
forward han gmt the wagon oy 
were eight horses hitched to the 
wagon; the engine was reversed very 
quickly, two wheels going over the 
man; there were four horses down; 
the engineer got off and we picked u 
the man and laid him on one side; 
then hastened for a doctor andreturned 
with him just in time to see the man 
die; I think the loaded freight cars 
were standing in the same tion 
when I went to work at 7 o’clock this 
morning; the deceased was lying be- 
tween two of the horses when we 
picked him up, the one he had been 
riding and another. 

JAMES ALLEY 
Testified: I live in Reno; I saw a 
wagon about 10.0’clock; saw the team 


coming up to the crossing from the 
mill; saw the engine coming down on 
the V. & T. track very fast—about ten 
miles an hour; I saw four horses across 
the track; Parks tried to get off but 
his foot caught in the stirrup; then the 
collision came and he was thrown

testified: I am the engineer of the 
yard engine No. 48 of the C. P. R. R. 
The cars had been standing there 
since 7 o’clock this morning. It was 
about 10:10 oclock we started down 


the main track of the V. & T. toward 
the bridge; did not see the team at any 
time before I came to the crossing, on 
account of the freight cars on the V. 
and T. spur; I Was leaning out of the 
window of the cab looking towards 
the bridge; was not over a cars length 
from the crossing when I caught a 
glimpse of something, I knew not 
what on the track; my fireman shouted 
“Look out!” and I turned round 
and reversed the engine; I opened the 
throttle as wide as I could and stopped 
her as soon as possible; we wont only 
obout 15 or 20 feet after the engine 
was reversed; we did not go over the 
crossing; I can not tell which 
we struck first, But I think 
it must surely have been the 
horses; the curve is yery sharp and I 
could see but a few feet ahead in con- 
sequence from my position; the cars 
standing on the spur were left behind 
because the morning train could not 
take them; they were C. P. cars des- 
tined for Virginia city; the fireman 
was ringing the bell all the way from 
Chamberlain’s to the point at which 
I reversed the engine, at which time 
he left the bell-rope to put down the 
brake. 

To a juror Was on the side of tho 
engine next to the loaded cars; the 
foreman was on the other side; the 
engine was going from 6 to 8 miles an 
hour. 


HENRY NORTHROP 


testified: I was on the engine; 
I was looking out on the 
opposite side from Mr. Lyman, I 
saw a pair of horses across the track 
and one pair on it; I heard Mr. 
Getchell and Mr. Gladstone 
shout; they weren both on the 
engine; Getchell jumped off; then 
the tender struck the horses on the 
track; they had got a little further 
across; the engine bounded back im- 
mediately; I saw a man and four horses 
lying onthe track. 

This ‘closed the  testimoney 
and the jury went with the 
coroner to visit the scene ofthe trage- 
dy. The verdict had not been render- 
ed up to the time of the Gakzrrn
